$1,450,000 from the First National 
Bank of Milwauk ee by its president, 
Frank G. Bigelow. Today we give 
extended reports of the affair 
on 
page 3. 
When the state of affairs became 
k nown to the directors of the bank 
they pledged individually 
amounts 
which would more than cover the loss 
and thus saved the bank from break ­ 
ing. 
Among the stock holders are 
John I. Beggs and J. H. Van Dy k e, 
Jr., the former being president of 
both the Sterling, Dixon and Eastern 
Electric railway and the Dixon Power 
and Lighting company , and the latter 
being treasurer of both these local 
companies. 
Mr. Beggs is a multi-millionaire and 
pledged $300,000 while Mr. Van Dy k e 
pledged $50,000 to save the 
bank . 
Other directors of the bank pledged 
enough to bring the am ount to $1,6 35,• 
000, the money to be used for the pay ­ 
ment on demand of all deposits in the 
bank . 
Wben the run started on the bank 
Mr Beggs made a statem ent to tbe 
depositors in the savings departm ent 
and assured them that there was no 
cause for alarm and tha t tbe examin­ 
ation of the affairs of the bank had 
developed the fact that it was in a 
perfectly solvent condition. 
Mr. Beggs detailed the 
circum­ 
stances of the defalcation and in­ 
formed the depositors, whereas they 
were at liberty to draw their money 
out, nevertheless there was no sense 
for them to do it since the bauk was 
solvent and could pay dollar for dol­ 
lar. This statem ent of Mr. Beggs had 
a reassuring effect and he was cheered 
wben he concluded.

The arrest of Bige­ 
low followed his confession 
to 
the 
board of directors of the bank that be 
wTas a defaulter to the ex tent of $1,- 
450.000. 
Following Bigelow’s confes­ 
sion he was removed from the p resi­ 
dency of the bank and the facts In the 
case were laid before the federal au­ 
thorities. 
The comp laint charges that 
Bigelow’ embezzled a sum ex ceeding 
$100,000. 
A comp laint and 
w’arrant 
identical with those In Bigelow’s case 
wTere made out to Henry G. Goll, as­ 
sistant cashier of the bank, but he has 
not b^en found at this writing. 


C o nfess« * R o bbing th e lia n k . 
President Bigelow wTas taken before 
United 
States 
Court 
Commissioner 
Bloodgood and bail was fix ed at $25,- 
000. 
President Bigelow’s 
confession 
was made at a sp ecial meeting of the 
board of directors held Saturday ev en­ 
ing, and continued Sunday and all of 
Sunday night. In addressing his fellow 
directors President Bigelow said he had 
a p ainful statem ent to make—a confes­ 
sion that he had misdirected the funds 
of the hank and that an ex amination 
of his books and a comp arison of fig­ 
ures would show that he was indebted 
to the bank to the amount of ov er $1.- 
450.000. This money , he said, had been 
lost in sp eculation In wheat and stocks. 
Not a dollar of it could be recov ered, 
and the only sum he could offer to­ 
ward recomp ensating the bank 
was 
p ersonal securities v alued at ap p rox i­ 
mately $300,000. 


D irecto rs W ere A sto u n d ed . 
The confession of President Bigelow 
astounded the directors of the bank. 
Bigelow’ had been recognized as one of 
the foremost financiers of the north­ 
west. 
He has been associated with 
the First National 
bank in v arious 
cap acities for more than fifteen y ears 
and his business connections — trust 
comp auies, 
m anufacturing 
concerns, 
real estate deals and other 
similar 
v entures—number scores. He was hon­ 
ored a y ear ago by election to the p res­ 
idency of the American Bankers’ asso­ 
ciation. and by its members was looked 
up on as a leader in financial matters. 


T h e L it t ie G la h t. 
Colonel Clark E. Carr met Senator 
Douglas during the time of the fa­ 
mous Lincoln ami Douglas debates 
and thus describes him in his book, 
“The Illini:” “I had nev er heard so 
imp ressiv e a voice, so deep aud sy mp a­ 
thetic.

P a th etic Scene in th e L ife o f a H lg h to n ed 
R an k t h ie f. 
In making his statem ent to the di­ 
rectors of the bank Bigelow’ said he 
had become inv olv ed in sp eculation 
sev eral months ago. This was on Wall 
street. 
More recently he had been a 
p ersistent bull iu the wheat market, 
and recent loss there had added 
to 
heav y rev erses on Wall street. 
From 
small mauip ulationsof the bank’s funds 
he had ex tended the defalcations until 
his shortage had reached the p resent 
stage. 
At the meeting of the direc­ 
tors sev eral p lans were suggested for 
p rotecting the interests of the bank. 
One was to accep t the resignation of 
the p resident, p ermit him to go to Eu­ 
rop e, and the directors make good the 
amount of liis shortage. The p rop osal 
met with determined op p osition from 
directors who demanded that the de­ 
faulter lie p unished. The p lan to make 
up the shortage was then ap p rov ed. 
When the federal marshal called at 
the Bigelow residence to serv e the 
warrant the ex -bank p resident was in 
the library with his wife. Mrs. Bigelow 
refused to withdraw, and the w arrant 
was read in her p resence. ‘T il be ready 
to go wTith y ou at once.” said the bank­ 
er. 
Then he kissed his wife an affec­ 
tionate farewell and left w’ith the of­ 
ficers, the two walking to the federal 
building, where a court commissioner 
was in waiting. 
None of Bigelow’s 
friends was in the court room during 
the brief p roceedings. 
When the resolution was adop ted re­ 
mov ing Bigelow from the p residency 
of the bank, Henry G. Goll, assistant 
cashier, was also remov ed. 
The re­ 
mov al of the assistant cashier was due 
to the statement of President Bigelow 
that he was aided by Goll in conceal­ 
ing the shortage in the bank’s accounts. 
The method adop ted was an old oue. 
Collection accounts were manip ulated 
to the ex tent of 40 and in some in­ 
stances 50 p er cent., to make it ap p ear 
that the reserv e fund was intact, and 
the amount of the increased collection 
fund was div erted to sp ecial stock op ­ 
erations. 
The reserv e maintained iu 
eastern banks was tamp ered with, the 
books of the First National being fix ed 
•o that the reserv e ap p eared to be 
larger by sev eral hundreds of thou­ 
sands of dollars than it really w’as. 
These things were so clev erly p er­ 
formed that those whose duty it w’as 
to ex amine the bank’s affairs w’ere un­ 
able to discov er any thing wrong. 
In 
the falsify ing of records and the man­ 
ip ulation of the reserv es Bigelow de­ 
clares he was aided by Assistant Cash­ 
ier Goll and two bookkeep ers in the 
bank. These bookkeep ers acted on the 
orders of Bigelow, but 
they 
hav e 


neither been discharged nor susp end­ 
ed. and they will I be called as w it­ 
nesses In the 
criminal 
p roceedings 
against the ex -bank p resident 


HOW T H E V IL L A IN Y C A M E OUT 


E m p lo y e F irs t H etray n th e S c o undre l» — 
D e p o sito rs A re F ully P ro te c te d. 
The first intimation that there were 
irregularities came to Charles F. Blis­ 
ter, one of the directors, Friday ev en­ 
ing. An emp loy e of the bank called at 
Pfister’s home and told him he had 
something to rev eal regarding the hank. 
While his information ,was meager it 
was sufficient to awaken the susp icions 
of Pfister and to start 
an inv estiga­ 
tion. 
As soon as the directors ascertained 
the full ex tent of the p eculations step s 
were taken to p rotect the dep ositors 
and other creditors. Charles F. Pfister 
subscribed $600,000 to a fund to make 
good the surp lus. John I. Beggs, p resi­ 
dent of the Milwaukee Electric Rail­ 
way and Light comp any , gav e $300,- 
000. 
William Bigelow, a brother 
of ' 
the p resident, added $100,000 to the- j 
amount. 
Other directors 
subscribed 
lesser sums until the am ount raised 
leached $1,635,000. 
Then a statem ent 
was p rep ared and formally issued re­ 
citing the facts and announcing the 
making up of the shortage. 
Prior to this the directors had been 
in conference with leading hankers of 
Chicago and New’ York. 
Three Chi­ 
cago

The Pomelo of China. 
I vvbably the best all round fruit in 
China is the pomelo. 
It is grown in 
the south central and southern prov­ 
inces and is said to be the original 
citrus fruit. 
It resem bles the grape 
fruit of the U nited States iu size, shape, 
color and som ew hat in flavor, being 
sw eeter than grape fruit, w ith less of 
the bitter quality , w ith flesh m ore per­ 
fectly separated in the bectlons and 
capable of being pulled apa rt and sep­ 
arated from all surrounding sacs or 
m em branes. 
The natives cut through 
the peel about one-third of the way 
from the top, crim ping the edge of the 
section all the w ay round the fruit, 
then rem ove the flesh, tear the section 
apart, replace them In the peel and 
serve thus divided and prepared. 
The 
fruit is attractive, refreshing, whole­ 
some and com paratively cheap. 
Gen­ 
erally speak ing, the pomelo seem s to be 
a cross betw een a shaddock and a 
good orange, but It Is more hardy than 
either. 
It has better k eeping qualities 
than the orange.

er.

and 18C.5 to be valid. 
He restrained 
the city or any of its agents or any 
person in its name from attempting to 
equalize or exact damages by suit for 
failure or refusal to receive transfers 
from the Union traction lines. 


M a l e t he C ity C o un c il Alt U p. 
The judge makes the sweeping (Decla­ 
ration that the acts of the legislature 
and the previous ordinances upon which 
ninety -n in e-y ear rights are based are 
valid, which almost took the breath 
from the lawy ers for the city when 
they read the formai decree. The de­ 
cree entered is practically the draft 
prepared by John I’. W ilson, counsel 
for the City Railway company . 
The 
only thing eliminated from his draft is 
a declaration that the south side com­ 
pany hns the legal rights under the 
said ordinances and statutes to con­ 
tinue to operate in Clark and State 
streets 
far south as Twenty -second 
street until Feb, 14. 1039. 


G r e a t H e lp to the Tr» < tio n C o m p a n ie s . 
While this declaration will not hin­ 
der the litigation started by ex-May or 
Harrison’s famous coup, y et it places 
In the hands of counsel for the City 
railway an additional 
decision that 
cannot be disregarded as a strong pre­

Grosseup, in a decision last y ear, ren­ 
dered a decision as to the validity of 
the Union Traction company rights, 
but the City railway was not a party 
to the ancillary bill.

When the shooting began it could be 
heard all over the town, and all tho 
streets were filled with frantic women 
whose husbands and brothers had gone 
to attend the meeting. These acted as 
a preventative of further trouble, and 
late at night the whole town was de­ 
serted save for those who had busi­ 
ness on the streets. Brown was a law­ 
y er who had been practicing here for 
twenty y ears. Pinckney had lived here 
all his life. 
He had a record of hav­ 
ing on eleven different occasions been 
a candidate for various offices and had 
never been defeated.
